Under the considerations that God is the 
Father of the spirits of all mankind, that 
He is a God of trut/t, and desires that his 
creatures would be like himself, being filled 
with "lig/it and truth** who, that is a lover 
of truth can look upon the increasing anxie- 
ty for, and practice of the reading of fic- 
tion ; — more especially by those who profess 
to be Saints of God, — without feelings of 
sorrow; and a deep solicitude, that a course 
more wise and ennobling might be pur- 
sued I 

Paul tells us that truth will make us free, 
and that if we are thus made free then we 
are free indeed. We are also admonished 
as made known in the Book of Doctrine and 
Covenants to train up our children in light 
and truth, but it appears that some have 
disregarded these holy injunctions and light- 
ly esteemed the councils of the Almighty.

We may not wonder, that without a proper 
guidance, or under an erroneous education 
that the minds of the young arc led step by 
step from the path of science, and the light 
of truth, und all useful knowledge ; and be- 
come fit subjects for vice and destruction. 

Under a false training, certain organs of 
the brain, perhaps already too strong and 
active; are overexcited and enlarged, while 
others that should be aroused and stimulut 
ed to activity are left in a dormant state, 
until the individual, or individuals, seem to 
be led by an irresistible impulse, from which 
it is hard to reclaim.

1 know that such writers often aim at sub- 
limity, or endeavor to throw around their 
writings, an appearance of truth and grand- 
eur, which in its nature is the better calcu- 
luted to deceive. 

But such arguments in favor of novel 
reading, might remind one of the fabled 
story ol the Jackdaw being arrayed in the bril- 
liant and beautiful plumage of the Peacock, 
endeavored to palm himself off for a bird of 
that kind. butwas detected, disrobed, and 
east out in shnrae, in his true character and 
color, a black bird of the Crow: kind. 

The subject under contemplation would 
admit of many remarks and I might point 
out mnny evils both physical and mental 
which X -have not touched upon, but these 
we probably sufficient, and I will bid my 
friends of romantic lore, adieu with the fof.

The Stnte of France— •Alarm in England 

The New York Tribune gives the follow 
ing exteffd from a private letter, Dated Dec. 
12, from an American gentleman now in 
London : 

I heard, day before yesterday, from Lord 
Clarence Paget, the director of the Ordinance, 
that a Government Messenger had arrived 
from Paris, saying that there had been 8,000 
killed, instead of 800, as stated, and that 
the majority were innocent persons, who had 
' ken no part in the Revolution. Another, 
mtlcman who has arrived from Paris, an 
nglishman who has resided there, says that 
shots were fired out of one house in a 
block, cannon were fired into the whole 
block, and soldiers then rushed in and bay- 
ohctted indiscriminately all within. This 
gentleman snysjhe escaped from one of those 
blocks of housed, but that his clerk and wife 
were killed by ibe bayonets of the soldiers. 
I also learned through Lord Paget that the 
Britsh Government are a good deal alarmed 
at the supposition that Louis Napoleon will 
unite with Austria acd Russia to put down 
England and Liberty in Europe-, and that the 
Government dockyards are live with as many 
men as can get around the ships, getting 
tl em ready for sea.

Lemoureux, presented on Saturday an ad 
dress to the President, expressive of their 
gratitude for the measures he had adopted.

The Paris correspondent of the London 
Times, says, that in the arondisements of 
Paris, the inhabitants, more particularly the 
working men, are for Che President, while 
in other quarters the nobles, dec, neutrality 
has been strongly manifested. The work- 
ing classes genet ally manifest a strong trust 
in Louis Napoleon,: believing that he is a 
Socialist in the proper sense of the word ; 
that he is already contemplating, and that 
he will soon execute orders testifying his 
solicitude for them, j and that he will apply 
doctrines that have ; their sympathies, and 
will give them a material well being and 
cheap existence. 

The Burgeoise believe that the advantag- 
es to them for the prolongation of the power 
of Napoleon will be equally great. 

The Bishop of Strasburg. addressed a 
letter to the clergy of his diocese, 1 urging 
their vote in the affirmative. M. d'Moriny ; 
Minister of the Interior, commanded the at- 
tendance of the Printers of Paris, and in- 
formed them that the intention of the Gov- 
ernment was, to prohibit the publication, 
unless previously approved, of any pam- 
ph'ets less than three sheets.

Paris, Monday, p. ai.

Gen. Cnvagnac arrived in Paris on Satur- 
day night, having been liberated that after- 
noon.

"W|e understand d\l Mariposo county is in'a 
state of excitement in co'a*equci.cc of the 
recent discovery of kn nuri ferious hill on Beef 
Gulch, about six miles from Quartzburtf, 
that has already yielded ah account of gold 
almost surpassing belief. , . • 

It appears that there were indications of 
a quarts vein upon the hill, which attract- 
ed several Mexicans to" the spot, who set 
about opening the ledge. They continued 
quietly at - work fof some time, when it wua 
rumored around that they were working 
something richer than quartz mines. 

Small parties of miners repaired to the 
spot Who found them taking out the gold by 
the pound.' Of ch'ursc the news spread at 
once, and a general rush was immediately 
made, to ^ take iiji ^claims on aRaiouhd the 
hill, j 

The soil of this hill, we are informed, 
consists of quartz and slate, so hiuch tie* • 
composed as to crumble ih the hand like' 
slaked lime, containing an astonishing 
amount of gold. 

Our informant, for instances, states tho 1 
the few Mexicans who first worked it, arc 
believed to have taken out $550,000 before 
the Americans discovered it. Samples of 
this auriferious soil are now ih the city, said 
to Qbntain 20 per cent, of gold. 

the gold .is frequently found connected 
with, and ndheruifig to decomposed scales of j 
slate, a fornlatiori in which we have seen 
few accounts of its ever before having been 
found in this coiintry, although very com- 
mon in Russia. 

The Mexicans have already sunk their 
holes in the spot upon which they first 
pitched, to the depth of twelve feet, and the 
yield is getting richer as they descend; 

The gold bearing soil is evidently verv 
deep, a circumstance that leads to the belief 
that the new discoveries are what are term* 
ed J:ayolte digings. 

The whole hill, and in fact several hills 
around, are taken up.

Steamboat Disasters. 

By the arrival of the Hannibal yesterdayj. 
we learned that on Wednesday night, the 
splendid fitonnier Dunkirk, had run upon a 
log in Kush Bend, and sunk in deep waterl 
This vessel had only.Jeft here a few hours 
previous, and the rumor of her sinking caus-l 
ed a general consternation. Later advices 
informed us that she was broken in two 
and wtfuld prove a total wreck. Capt. Me-: 
Clean and several of her passengers, came 
up on the Hannibal. 

As we have before stated, the Dunkirk 
left here on Wednesday, with a New Or- 
leans trip. We subjoin a list of her cargo ; 
66« sacks corn, 2. 300 sacks oats and bran, 
200 bbls of apples, 100 boxes soap, 100 bbls 
beef. 1200 barrels Hour. (>5 tierces of bains, 
100 bbls whisky, 110 kegs shot, 100 coils of 
rope and 65 head of cattle..

From the D«seret New*. 
Judge Snow's Opinion in Regard to Utah 
Affairs. 

Two Justices of the Supreme Court of the 
United Slates within and for the Territory 
of Utah, and the Secretary of the Territory, 
having left for the Stales, it becomes rac to 
examine carefully the acts and doings of the 
Governor in relation to the getting, up of the 
real or supposed Legislative Assembly which 
passed ahe act approved Oct. 4, 1851. re- 
quiring me to hold a court on the first Mon- 
day of Oct., 1851, before I attempt to dis- 
charge the duties required by the act. 
• Courts, ex officio, take notice of all public 
laws and public documents issued by the 
chief magistrates, pursuant to law. It is 
therefore my duty to take notice of so many 
of the acts and doings .of the Governor as 
relate to getting up and cnlling together the 
Legislative Assembly. If these proceedings 
are authorized by law, then they are not void, 
but legal ; if they are not authorized by law, 
then they are "not legal, but void ; and 
the acts passed by the Legislative As- 
sembly are also void. If these pro- 
ceedings arc erroneous merely, then the 
acts passed by that body are legal, and the 
errors, if any. must be corrected by that 
branch of the Government whose right it is 
to correct them. If they are not erroneous, 
then my duty is clear. # | 

To come to a correct conclusion on this 
subject, it will be convenient, if not ne- 
cessary, to refer to some parts of the history 
of the'Territory. 

On the 24th of July, 1847, when this en 
lire basin was Mexican domain, subject to 



right to exercise its supervisory control.over 
the Indians and other inhabitants; and the 
right to make all needful rules attd rtgula* 
dons respecting* 1 this part of the domain; but 
by it, the Constitution and laws of the Unit- 
ed States were not extended over this Terri- 
tory. The right to extend or make' a law. is 
one thing; and the extending or making the 
taw. is another. 

The conclusion to which I have arrived, is. 
that during the period between Feb. 2d. 1848. 
and perhaps before that time, and Sept. 9, 
i860, there was no civil law in force here, 
except such as had been enacted by the in- 
habitants ->f this valley, anu such limited su- 
pervisory rules of Congress as it hud made 
in regard to the census and protecting Its offi- 
cers. 

Every act of man is lawful WhicB Is not 
against public policy, nor against any exist- 
ing law, nor against individual rights. All 
just civil powers emanate from the peo- 
ple. Every aggregate body of men dwelling 
where there is no civil law in force, may 
make such laws as in their opinion will se- 
cure to thein their liv«a, liberty, and happi- 
ness. Having a right to form a civil govern- 
ment subject to the right of Congress to 
make all needful rules and regulations re- 
specting" this part of its public domain, and 
to its national control, and being desirous Of 
establishing a law suited to their own wants ; 
the people of this valley in 1849 formed a 
constitution, as the basis of their civil institu- 
tions, providing for nn executive , a legislative, 
and judiciary. This being done they sent a 
delegate to Congress, asking admission, as a 
State, into the Union. Pursuant to this con- 
stitution. tho legislature convened and passed 
sundry laws, among which was one relating 
to the judiciary, and another regulating elec- 
tions. 

Both of these nets were in force here on 
the 9th day of September. 1860, the day the 
act Of Congress took cflcct, establishing a 
Territorial Government for Utah. 

By the 17tn lection of the act of Congress 
the constitution and laws of the U. . were 
extended over this basin, which superceded 
the provisional laws, so for as their provi- 
sdons were incontinent with the constitution 
and laws of the United States. The provi- 
sional constitution and laws gave place to this 
act, and the costitution and laws of the Uni- 
ted States This act also provided for ah 
executive, legi Native, aad judiciary. In the 
llthsection.it is provided, that the Presi 
dent shall appoint. <kc. certain of its officers, 
among which are the Governor, the Justices, 
the Secretary, Marshal, and District Altor 
ney. *~ 

It also named the officers before Whom the 
Governor and other officers appointed by the 
President might take the oath of . office, 
among whom we find the District Judge ojr 
some Justice of the Peace in the limits 01 
said Territory duly authorized to administer 
oaths and affirmations by the laws j then 
(September 9. 1850.) in force therein;'! 

This, to a limited extent, recognized th 
legal force of the provisional laws. 

To organize under ibis act, two things 
were necessary. First, the appointment of 
the officers by the President; second, the oath 
of office u/be taken by the appointees. 

September 28, 1850, the officers were np 
pointed by the President. Any one of whom, 
might, the next day, had he been in a con- 
dition so to do, have taken the oath of office 
and entered on his duties. 

Feb. 3d, 1861, the Governor took his oath 
of office. At any time after this, whether 
the other officers wire in the line of duty or 
not, he could do nny act required of him, 
which did not require the co operation of the 
officers. The Governor, for many good rea- 
sons, was charged with the duty of getting 
up and calling together the Legislative As- 
sembly. The 4ih and 12th sections show 
what his duties were in this matter. They 
were, first, lo take tl#j census or enumcra- 
lion of the inhabitants of the Territory, pre- 
vious to the first election. Second, to make 
an apportionment of the Council and Repre- 
sentatives amonsr the several counties or dls 
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the military rule of the United Suites, which 

hnd, by conquest, been established, a few j JJicIs %i "as nearly equal as practicable, giv- 
American citizens came here and establish- j n , r to eac £ sec i, on representation in the ra- 



ed a settlement. How far this military rule 
effected this settlement, I have not seen fit 
to enquire ; but it is presumed it did not ser- 
iously, as the American army was stationed 
some several hundred miles distant. 

This settlement continued lo prosper until 
February 2d. 1848, when this military rule 
such as it was,; was terminated by the treaty 
of Gu ad a lope i Hidalgo; in which the entire 
basin was ceded to the United States. It is 
a rule ot international law, that when one 
goveonment cedes territory to another, the 
laws in force in the ceded country, continue 
to be in force until changed by the new gov- 
ernment. 

By this rule^ if there were any laws of the 
Mexican States in force here on the 2nd of 
Feb., 1848, they would continue in force until 
changed. Were there any laws of the Mex- 
ican States in force here \ This question is 
more easily -asked than answered. I am ig- 
norant of any. When we consider that this 
vast country, lying between the Missouri 
river and the eastern boundary of California 
and Oregon extending north and south in- 
definitely, has, until quite recently, been 
thought to be a vast desert, unfit to sustain 
civilized man ; and when we consider, that 
this settlment is now near or quite eight hun 
dred miles from any other civilized settle 
ment, and that this whole region, until quite 
recently, has been inhabited by savages, with 
here and there a trader and trapper, it may 
not be far from the truth to conclude, thai 
there was no law of a Mexican State ra force 
here at the signing of the Treaty of Guada 
lope Hidalgo. 

By this Trehty, the Mexican government 
yielded to the Uuited States whatever super- 
visory right it had over the Indiana and coun- 
try ; and the United States obtained the right 
of soil subject to the Indian title; also

be " Third, to declare the number of Coun- 
cillors and Representatives each district or 
county was entitled to send. Fourth, to fix 
the time of election. Fifth, to fix the places 
of election. Sixth, to declare the manner of 
conducting the election. Seventh, to deter- 
mine who had been elected. Eighth, to fix 
the lime of the first meeting of the Legisla- 
tive Assembly. Ninth, to fix the place of its 
first meeting. 

Under certain contingencies which have 
not in this case happened, he had other du- 
ties to perform ; but as they have not occur- 
red, these duties are not mentioned. 

I will here remark, that though in all these 
cases, he was to perform the duties, yet in 
each one he had a discretionary power given 
him. When an officer of the* government, 
whether he be a high or a low one, has a 
discretionary power given him in the dis- 
charge of any duty, no other officer or branch 
of government has power to control him in 
the exercise of that discretion. 

Inasmuch as exceptions have been taken to 
the proceedings of the Governor re'aiing to 
the census, I will here refer the manner in 
which that duty was discharged. 

By the 1st section of the act of Congress 
approved May 23d, 1850, relating to taking 
the census of the United States, it is provid- 
ed that "if there be any district 6r territory 
of the 'United -States in which there is no 
Marshal of the 'Uuited States, the President 
sna'tl 'appoint some suitable person to dis- 
charge the the duties assigned by this act to 
the, Marshals." The duties of th« Marshals 
were in substance to take the census. By 
the 8ib notion of the same act th& Secretary 
of the Interior was charged with the duty of 
•eeing that the several M rshaU diao«*r$- 



ed their duties faithfully. In tact, he 
the officer, under the President, to see the 
act in all its parts, duly executed; and of 
course to appoint some suitable person to 
take the census here, as this Was a section of 
country of the Uuited States in which there waa 
no Marsha)-. This act required the teveral 
achats to have their duties fully perform- 
I on or before the first day of Nov. then next 
ensuing. It was however soon ascertained! 
that the Marshals could not perform their du- 
ties under this law, within the time therein 
limited. Congress therefore by an act ap- 
-Ttved August 30. i860, ten days before 
ere was any Territory of Utah, extended 
e time for taking the census therein. It it 
to be remembered, that these three acta were 
passed at one session of Congress, and there- 
fore they are to be construed so as to carry 
into effect their objects without requiring a 
work of supererogation. The object of the 
fi rat two Acta was to take the census through- 
out the United States. The object of tak- 
tnking the census as provided in the Utah 
Bill, was to inform tho Governor of the num- 
ber of inhabitants', Indians excepted, in the 
several counties and districts, so as to enable, 
him to fix the ratio of representation among . 
the several counties, dec, giving to each, as 
nearly as may be, equal reprcaentation in 
the Legislative Assembly at its first sea' 
stun. Any official information of the mint* 
ber of inhabitants in each county or district, 
answered the spirit of the act. If he after 
taking the oath of office. And before making 
the apportionment, took the census iu person 
or caused it to be done, he fulfilled the letter 
of the law. He who does a thing, causes it 
be done ; and he who causes a thing to be 
done, may be said to do the thing. How the 
President, by the Secretary of the Interior* 
pur>uunt 10 the provisions of the law ap- 
proved May 23d, 1860. appointed Governor' 
Young a special agent to take census of Utah ; 
(hp duties of which he performed, after he 
had taken the oath of Oihce as Governor and 
previous to making the Apportionment of the 
Council and Representing c* among the sev- 
eral counties and districts. 

I On March 28. 1861, Governor Young at 
such authorized Thomas Bullock to take the 
census, pursuant to the bill creating the Tei- 
ritory ot Utah ; which duties were also per* 
formed before the appointment was made as 
appears by the papers on tile in the Govern- 
or's office. 

(So Governor Young did take the census* 
both as Governor and a* a special agent ftp- 
pointed pursuant to the law of Congress; 1 
conclude therefore, that in ibis respect he 
fulfilled both the spirit nr. letter of the act. 
Had he hot taken the census as prescribed in 
the act, nor in any other manner, I should 
ndt be prepared to hold the election ibid for 
that detect ; though he would nbt have dis 
charged his duties in this particular. 

jlle was to make au apportionment Of the 
Council and Representatives among the sev- 
eral counties and districts, also to fix the time 
and places of election, declare the number 
each county and district wotild be entitled to 
send, and direct the manner of conducting 
the election. 

A little reflection will soon convince us, 
that in all these duties, there was a large 
discretionary power given him; As to the 
time of election, he might name what day be 
pleased, but he could Only fix one day for the 
election, and that Was to be the feahie 
throughout the Territory ; so the lime Was . 
submitted to his discretion. 

The number of places for the election, and 
where these places should be, was also sub* 
milled to his discretion. 

The number of Council and Represehta* 
lives for each county and district, was also 
submitted to his discretion; 

The number of Council and UeprcBchtive 
districts, was likewise submitted to his discre- 
tion; provided he did not make more than 
thirteen for Council, nor twenty-six for Re- 
presentatives. 

■The same holds true in regard to the man- 
mjr of Conducting the election. He might 
legally set forth entire new rules for that 
purpose, or he might avail himself of such 
rules as were familiar to the inhbitants. 
Again, he had the choice of means. , He 
might select any rule to accomplish these 
things, known to civilized Hfe, -keying with*- 
in-their customs and usages. 

1 will now see what mean's he did use, and

Letter to Orson Hyde. 

V GrEAT Salt Lake Cnr. 

November 29lli, 1.851. 
Dear Brother : — A line from Br. S. W. 
Richards informs us of your loss of mules 
on your return. It seems indeed that the 
Indians have a particular spite against you. 
Since 70U left this place, myself in company 
with Br.V Kimball, Professors Pratt and 
Carrington. George A. Smith, Judge Snow, 
and several others accompanied the Com- 
mittee to Parowan Valley, who were ap- 
pointed to locate the Seat of Government 
for this Territory. Wo found a beautiful 
site on a Creek, heretofore known as Chalk 
Creek, the Indian name of which is Nuquin. 
You will learn the particulars, of the trip, as 
also hiow extended particulars from the 
Deseret News, the improved npprearance ot* 
which in amount of matter and size cannot 
fail to recommend itself to the palronagu of 
all the Saints. 

Since our return my health has not been 
as good as could be wished, although I have 
been about the most of the time. The times 
are continuing rather dull for the merchants 
and traders, but we find plenty to do. The 
Tabernacle is progressing, and will if the 
present tine weather continues, .soon be se- 
cured and ready for use although we dc not 
expect to fullv iinish it before Spring. 

Our other buildings are principally cover- 
ad, and all the works seem to be progressing 
as well as could be expected at this incle- 
ment reason of the year. 

The Indians are generally pencably in- 
clined at the present time, and in fact all 
seems quiet and peaceful throughout all the 
settlements in Use vallies of the mountains. 

The settlements nre now becoming quite 
extended. The two settlements m- its this 
Fall in Juab, on Salt Creek, and Millard 
County, on Nuquin, render it quite safe to 
travel with but a small escort from here to 
Parowan, in Iron County. There is also an 
extension of that settlement South about 
t..euty-tive miles, on what has been known 
on the Big Muddy, now called Coal Creek, 
being the Creek, in the Kanybn of which 
Coal is found. Br. Curruthers i.as been np- 
pointed to preside at that place, and about 
seventy meu have located there. Br. Bla 
den and others who understand the manu 
facturing of Iron, are in the Company, and 
wo indulge the hone of soon having the 
pleasure of announcing the luox Manufac- 
tory, in successful operation. We can now 
travel to that place by making about thirty- 
live miles a day, without camping away 
from settlements, more than two or three 
nights, a distance of two hundred and eighty 
live miles. We have made arrangements 
with the brethren of San Pete, to furnish on 
the ground early in the Spring, in Fillmore 
City, all the Joiner work ready prepared for 
the Stato House, one wing of which we 
contemplate having in readiness for the next 



ease, and to authorise the delegate to employ 
counsel for the Mormons in the case at the 
public charge.

King ou each side of Chalk 
Creek, and th" i survey thereof begun ; this 
City is calle# Ijillraore, and the County Mil- 
lard The few Indians who appeared at the 
City, professed very great friendship, and 
promised good behavior to Bishop Call and 
company, who [were on the ground, read) 
uj buUd a fort brihwith. a work preparatory 
to fencing fields, and building up tho City. 
! Thb Governor and company returned by 
tny of San Pete Valley, where Judge Snow 
Organized the Court of" the 2d judicial Dis- 
trict, at the City of Monti, the County of San 
fete, and reached G. S. L. City on the 7th 
inst. 

The health of the wl ole party was good, 
tlie wealhei delightful, the vallies lovely ; 
and the company were received in all the 
settlements with the highest marks of con- 
sideration and gladness ; and the unity, con- 
tentment, and prosperity oi the settlements 
visited, nre truly wonderful to any person 
who was acquainted with this country only 
fpur years ago. The report of the Commis- 
sioners, and history of the country on the 
route, we anticipate for next.

Dr. hy kin s obtained it from Pntegwe, a 
Pottawatomie, who got it from his grand* 
mother, a very old woman. It has been 
in this particular family nbout fifty years. 
They had originally two of them ; but on one 
occasion, as the party in possession were 
crossing a rapid in some river in the luke 
country of the North, the other was irrecov- 
erably lost. The one lost was believed by 
the Indians to contain an account of the cre- 
ation of the world. That brought by Dr. 
Ly kins hns been kept for a long period in the 
medicine bag of the tribe, used as a chutm, 
nnd never allowed to suffer any exposure 
until, by strong entreaty, nnd tho great in 
tluence he had 1 with Topincpcc, the principal 
Pottawatnmie chief, he was permitted to 
bring it on to Washington, but under a tirm 
pledge to restore it on his return. It has 
hitherto been most carefully kept from the 
rapacious vision olthe white man. Pategwe 
hud it in hi « possession many years before 
his curiosity prompted him to cut the stitch- 
e< of the cover and di-closo the contents. 
Uut this coming to the knowledge of old Bil» 
ly Caldwell, chief of the Council Ulutl branch 
of the tribe, he strenuously advised Pategwe 
to shut it up and keep it close, nnd eity notb> 
ing about haying it. Dr. Ly kins enmu to u 
knowledge of the circumstance of Its posses- 
sion from a half-breed. 

The wonder is, how this singular article 
came into their possession. When nuked 
how long they can trace back its history, 
they reply tluy cannot tell the time when 
i hey had it not. The question occurs here, 
does not this circumstance give some color to 
the idea, long and extensively entertained, 
that tile Indians of our continent are more 
or less Jewish in their origin f— [Nut. Intel* 
iigenccr.
